We catner 
thus pletd unless we are showing 
something of God in. our own lives. 
So when Paul. speaks of and makes 
manifest the comfort. which: be las 
found -in Christ’ and is heard suy- 
ing, “Thanks be unto God, who always 
cuuseth as to triumph: fi Christ 
(i. 14), we T@& like listening to 6ne who 
can thus testify, ‘Then when’ he teitk 
us that this sufficiency is wholiy from | 


_ God and in no sense from us (iii, S) we 


are encouraged, for we know that He 
is no respecter of persons. But when 
we hear him say that to manifest the 
life of son and daughters of the Lord 
Almighty we must be separate from 


darkness ‘and cleanse ourselves from 
all Hthiness of the flesh and, spirit (vi. 
14-18; vii, 1) we begin to wonder if we 
really mean to give ourselves to such a 
life. : 

‘The lesson today on “The Grace of 
Giving” Includes chapters vill and ix, 
though we. bave but a few verses as-.
